from him for his presence there, Chen exnlained tnat 
‘the business of his employment agency made it necessary 
for him to visit the compradores of the various ships 
from time to time. he'was told to see Commander Skyrme 
as the Company viewed his presence in tne vicinity of 
the company's vessels with much disfavour. . So far 
Chen has not approacned Jexdines, 

At the conclusion of the interview, Chen Yuen 
Loong was warned to apply to Jardines for permission ‘eo 
carry out the business of his employment agency in which 
Jardines vessels are involved. ne was also told that 
no coercion towards the ships' compradores nor interference 
with the tallymen in the employment of tne company would 
be tolerated and that any sttenst. natok he mignt make with 
‘a view to creating a monopoly in his business woulda only 
land himself in trouble.

Referring to the case oi six boys of our domes-. 
tic staff who were arrested by the Shanghai Branch of the 
. Seamen's Union with the details of which you are acquaint- - 
ed, we are somewhat apprehensive as to the safety of these 
mene We attach a list of their names and addresses with 
a request that, if possible, some “supervision might be 
exercised over them. 


These boys resigned voluntarily from the Ewo 
Boy's Club which has its Office in Seward Road, Hongkew, 
ang we have no doubt that, had they escaped the punishment. 
of imprisonment which they had to suffer, it would have 
encourayec at least GO~ of the remaining boys of our domes- 
tic staff to act in a similar way. We know that the 
Officers of tne Ewo Boy's Club poring intimidating pressure 
to bear on our staff and, for the good of all concerned, 
we are convinced that it is a bad infiuence in every way. 


The Club is supported by the Kwo Tallymen's Club 
situated in the same building and tnis also has a bad in- 
fluence in support of which we quote the recent fight of 
tallymen on board s.s. "Froninent" and a certain fracas 
which took place between sailors and tallymen of s.s. 
"Kungwo" on approximately January 15th. 


We believe thet the headquarters of the Seamen's 
Union would be glad to see the end of the. Ewo Boy's Club 
and we, ourselves, would be glad to see the end of both 
the Ewo Boy's Club and Ewo Tallymen's Club which are a 
constant source of irritation to us and seriously interfere 
with the good management of our ships and our service to 
the public. 


We would be more than obliged if some action on 
your part could bring about the suppression of one or both 
of these organisations. ’ Pa

We have the honour ‘fo ‘submit the following memor- 
andum on the activities of the Chinese Seamen's Union at 
Shanghai. 


For some months past there has been a decided 
tendency on the part of certain Branches of the Chinese 
Seamen's Union toe conduct a campaigh of lawlessness and in- 
eubordination which is subversive of discipline on board 
ship and, unless firmly checked, will déudtless result in 
serious accidente. Our efforts to adjust these matters 
are always met with threats, broken promises, and. in some 
cases, violence. 


On November 4th the Headquarters of the Union 
issued an edict atating, among other things, that the orders 
of the Ceptain of the ship must be atrictly obeyed. 


We pointed out in our letter dated November 10th 
that the Captain necessarily delegates his authority to . 
his’ subordinates’ including the Chinese heada of depamsents. 
The Union, in their reply dated November 26th, declared 
that .they did not coneider it necessary for the men to obey 
the orders of. anyone but the Captain. 


Thie ie an example of the attitude ef the Union 
and, in itself, should be the cause for very strong repre- 
sentation. ; 


Purther than this, howgver, we can show that even 
the Captain's orders.are treated with disrespect by a certain 


. Branch of the Union, vis. the Saloon Staff. - aan 


The disaffection of this Department is @ compara- 
tively new venture though we can quote an example of attempt- 
ed interference in the lawful dismissal of a fireman for

We regret to inform you that a certain Branch of 
the’ Heanen*s Union at Shanghai called the Ewo Boy's Club, 
under the leadership of one, Chen Yuen-loong, who is 
Chairman of the Ewo Tallymen's Club, has been formed with 
the admitted purpose of reeisting the authority of the Chief 
Stewards of our shipe and consequently the Captain of the 
shép who delegates his authority through hie Officers to 
the heads of Departments. Thies ie directly contrary to the 
apirit of the Decree issued by youreelf and the results, 
if the ectivities of the Club are allowed to continue, will 
be & general undermining of 811 discipline, not only tn 
the ships of our company, but internetionally in al) ships 
trading to this Port. The repersussions are bound to be 
far-reaching. ; 


We have had several meetinge with your Represent-. 
atives on this subject and our relations have been most 
cordial. Still, however, in spite of our agreements we find 
the activities of the club in progress and we oc@n only 
aesume thet they carry om without the knowledge of their . 
euperiors. Their methods are to employ loafers on the wharves 
to enfcrce their demande and this hae led in seme cases to 
physical violence, particularly in the case ef 8.3.

Although 
we do not recognise these tips and it is no concern of ours, 
yet this sort of behaviour must cause ilifeeling which we 
understand it ie your object to.avoid. 


We came to @n agreement on the 17th November with your 
Representatives on the following points s-

We regret to say that the first clause of the 
agreement has not been complied with anlit shakes our faith in 
the fulfilment of the remining clauses. For this reasen we 
have taken it upon eursekvee te Spproseh you direct and te 
ask that you will Be goed enough to use your influence in 
the suppression of the activities ef this Bwe Bey's Club. | 
Otherwise, &s we have said before, we fear thet a state of 
undiseipline @011 rum thro our Fleet with consequent danger 
to shipe involving lose of life end property whieh will be 
readily traced to the bad influense of certain Branches of the 
Seamen's Union. 


All this, as you can readily understand, is 
particularly important,in the case eof ships where goed 
discipline is easential.

We much appreciate your decree to the members of your 
Union and you may be sure that the rules you have drawn up are, 
in principle, in accordenceg yith the good conduct, management 
and discipline of a ship for the benefit of our shippers, 
consignees and the travelling public. These are the- vatgoedel ponte 
‘we aim at, keeping in mind justice and fair play te our ¢ oyees. 
We would like, however, t6 call your attention to Article 4. 


Tne Captain necessarily delegates his autherity to 
his subordinate Officers in the exeeution of details of the ship's 
work in the different departmentsa. These Officers are reaponsible 
to him and the heads of departments are, in turn, responsible 
to the Officers. 


: We would suggest, therefore, an amendment to your 
decree, making this clear. 


In connection with his decree, we wish to bring te 
your notice the case of the tallymen and watehmen of s.a. "Pacwe". 


Recently the neglect of these men occasioned the leas 
of cargo to the extent of ever $300.00. The’ Compradore paid for 
‘thie loses but that in no way makes up for the unsatisfactery 
service given to shippers and consignees. The Compradore has 
long wished to make changes in his staff but has been unable to 
deo so undex pressure from your Union, We would be glad if thie 
matter can be cleared up satisfactorily. . 


. We also wish to call to your notice unwarranted 
interference with ship's discip’ine and routine in the Salecn 
Department by certain persons purporting te represent your 
Union without any reference te ourselves. :

It was reported to us that certain members of 
your Union had instructed the Steward to appoint a certain 
voy, (Wang Kun Fo), from the °"B" galoon to be personal 
servant to the new Chief Officer in place of the late Chief 
Officer's boy who left with him. 


Apart from the fact that the boy named is by no 
means estiefactory, having Sbsented himself from his place 
of duty on board for two trips as reported by the Captain, 
we do not tolerate thie interference. It is a recognised 
custom that the Chief Officer may choose his own boy. This 
however was resieted by a force of about thirty loafers led 
Dy one, Wang Tsui Chen, s member of the Ewo Boy's Club. 


We have telegrsphed to s.s. "Kungwo® that these 
boys are to revert to their former positiona. It is ridiculous 
to suppose that a topass can assume the duties of @ Saloon 
boy. 


The Third case is that of s.s. *Pingwo". 


Some monthe ago you will recollect that, by mutual 
agreement, two boye of s.2. “Pingwo" who deserted their ship 
were re-inatated on your guarantee of good behaviour and a 
publis apology to the Captain. 


It haa now been reported by the Captain that these two 
boya devote their time to irritat‘.g the Steward who is in 
charge of their Se SRE Ten, and acting in a highly inaubordinate 
way towards him. 


The same remarks apply to the similar case of the 
Saloon boy of 2.8. “Paowo". 


Thie ie not in accordance with the guarantee of 
your Representatives. It ie notewerthy also that all three 
of the shipe involved in the original trouble we had are the 
subject of our complaints. We trace all these incidents to 
the influence of the lately formed Bwo Boy&e Club. 


We regret that we have to make all these complaints 
about the conduct of our employees, particularly the Domestic 
Staff. In the past our reletions were of the beet and we have: 
an @xcellent name for good service with out elients. Since, 
however, the formation of this Ewe Bey's Club there hea been & 
peries of troublesome incidents gravely affecting the 
seaman of our service. 


In your letter of the 4th instant. covering your 
decree, you ask for our co-operation. It is obvious that 
qo-operation is a reciprocal term so that, if you. et 
co-operation from us, we must ask you to de your pert in the 
auppression of the *stivities ef thie Club. 


It appears that thia Club is acti in direct 
contravention of our friendly relations and is deing ite 
best to stir up discontent and bad feeling among eur employees.

Article 2 relates to phyesieal examination. We would 
suggest that the examination should be taken once instead of 
twice every year. if staff members are found to be unfit fer 
work, they should be sent to heapital. after their recevery, 
they should be admitted to resume their respective work. 


Respecting Artiele 5, we like to suggest that you 
would revise this Article so as to permit only our Union's 
unémployed members to fill in any vacancy which night appear

We are aleo in accord with the provision in the 
Article 4 of youy proposed Regulations. However, we like to 
euggeat that promotion should be confined to our Uniern membere. 


As to Article 5, we-.propose that befere punishing

Every person employed by the Company must be al all times 
diligent in their respective duties and obedient to the lewful 
commands of the Master and the General Managers.
